SCHOOL REPORT. 


In presenting their annual report, your school committee 
would say that the schools under their care have attained a fair 
measure of success, with a single exception, and yet there is 
ample room for improvement. It has been our aim, by the 
careful selection of teachers, and by seeking the co-operation 
of parents and pupils, to make the schools as efficient as possi- 
ble; to this end we have introduced school cards, and are well 
satisfied that they have proved an instrument of good in most 
of the schools. 

It is a fact everywhere acknowledged, that there is a great 
diversity in children, some having a greater natural aptitude 
for study than others. They are not to be dealt with alike ; 
therefore, teachers should be good students of human nature, 
capable of adapting themselves to the kind of material with 
which they have to work, not imparting instruction in a 
mechanical way, but making the school seem like a well regu- 
lated family. The teacher should have an enthusiasm for 
gaining knowledge, which shall be as an impetus, stimulating 
their pupils to high and noble endeavors. 

It will be noticed that a teacher having good or fair suc- 
cess in one school, does not always have the same in another. 
This may be accounted for by the home influence of those 
children who compose the school; which, often in a great 
measure, decides what its character and progress shall be. 
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During the year we have had the services of two teachers 
who have had the advantage of Normal school training. Their 
discipline was good, and their methods of instruction were 
excellent. ‘To secure the full benefit of this class of teachers, 
or any other, your school-rooms need a set of wall maps, read- 
ing charts, and numeral frames. We recommend the town to 
make an appropriation for this purpose. 

Hon. J. W. Dickinson, Secretary of the State Board of 
Education, and Mr. Walton, State Agent, visited No. 7 and 
the Winslow school in the winter, and expressed themselves 
well pleased with the appearance of the schools, the teachers, 
and their manner of instruction. 

The introduction of new books into the schools, of a 
uniform grade, substituting them for various other kinds, has 
rendered it much easier for the teacher, and proved of great 
advantage to the scholars. We find, at the close of the last ' 
two terms, a decided improvement has been made from this 
trial, and recommend its general adoption. 


Drviston No. 1. 


~The summer and fall terms of this school were taught. by 
Miss Carrie A. Miles, of Lowell. The register was kept in a 
rather defective manner, but her discipline was good and the 
school made commendable progress. 

This school-room has been used roughly in the past, and 
we had to make some repairs at the opening of the year. We 
were glad to note some improvement, and hope it will be used 
better in the future. 2 


Division No. 2. 


Taught in summer by Miss Elmira J. Felker, with general 
acceptance, the school having been in her charge the previous 


year. 
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Lhe winter term was taught by Miss C. F. Danforth, who, 
as heretofore, rendered very acceptable and efficient service. 
The school was larger than usual, several scholars attending 
from Division No. 4, and under her management good results 
were accomplished. — 


Division No. 3. 


_ This school was taught in summer by Miss N. Ella Wil- 
cox, of New Braintree, with fair success as far as we were 
able to judge. Several of the scholars did not attend the last 
week, and the register shows many absences. 

The winter term was taught by Mr. Geo. W. Whidden, of 
Westford, who came to us well recommended. He appeared 
well qualified for teaching, but failed in government, and it is 
a matter of regret that the school made but little progress. 


Division No. 4. 


The summer term was taught by Miss Lucy Littlefield, 
who is a faithful and efficient worker in her school. The 
examination at the close of the term was satisfactory. Her 
judicious management secured the interest of even the dullest 
scholar, and the progress was commendable. 

The fall term was in charge of Miss C. F. Danforth, who 
here met with her usual good success. This is the best school- 
house in town, and we record, to the praise of the scholars, 


that it has not been in any way defaced. 


Division No. 5. 


The summer and fall terms were taught by Miss Emma C. 
Kidder, who has had the advantage of Normal school training. 
The school was so small she did not have as good an oppor- 
tunity for displaying her ability as she deserves. The scholars 
made good improvement in their studies, and the reading was 
excellent. Map drawing was practised with success. 
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Division No. 6. 


In charge of Miss Susie Norris both terms, it having been 
under her care the two previous years also. She secures the 
esteem of her pupils, and her discipline is good. ‘This is a 
small school, yet their progress was as good as some of the 
larger ones. They were prompt in their recitations. 

The register has no tardy mark on it. In summer there 
were but two scholars absent one day each; this is probably 
due to the interest taken by the parents. 


Division No. 7. 


Taught both terms by Miss Mary A. Swan, of Lowell, a 
graduate of the Framingham Normal School. This was her 
first school—she was eminently successful in discipline and in 
the art of teaching. In summer a class of five took up map- 


drawing —at the close exhibited good proficiency. 
Miss Swan secures the co-operation of her pupils. The 
youngest scholars do not find the confinement of the school- 
room irksome. ‘The classes in reading showed rare skill, the 
result of efficient drilling by an expert in that useful branch 
of education, a point often slighted or overlooked. 


Division No. 8. 


The summer term was in charge of Miss Julia W. Butter- 
field, who has had many years’ experience in teaching, and has 
uniformly been commended as a successful disciplinarian and 
competent teacher. The scholars made good advancement in 
their studies. 


WINSLOW SCHOOL. 


Believing it necessary to secure the best interest of this 
school, and the intention of the donor of the Winslow fund 
that the school should be graded, your committee decided to 
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attempt it, with the concurrence of the selectmen. It was 
evident enough, it was not the best economy to expend labor 
costing seventy dollars a month, on a grade of scholars who 
could be taught equally well at twenty. Moreover, the school 
would be too large, considering the number of studies, for 
one teacher to do justice to the school. 

Mr. G. W. Rockwood, a member of Dartmouth college, 
took charge of the advanced department. He has had some 
experience in teaching, and secured good discipline, without 
austerity of manner or severity of punishment. We think 
his teaching was a success, achieved without parade. Some 
of the scholars acquitted. themselves very creditably. The 
examination was pronounced an honest one, was, we believe, 
satisfactory to all, and the presence of thirty-seven visitors on 
a very inclement day, attested their interest in the school. 

The primary department, under the care of Miss Emma C. 
Kidder, realized our highest expectations. Very pleasant was 
it to witness the good order and promptness of the recitations.
